Order  No.  4.2-,  which  controls  the, use  and  distribution  of 
fats  and  oils  in  order  to  conserve  them  for  the  most  essential  military  and 
civilian  needs. 

Bdaben  said  the  Collins-Davoust,  case  will  be  heard  in  the  U.  S. •
